It has enacted a law that s
to hecome operative next September,
that all owners of lands bordering upsn
publie highways shall elear themn of
weeds, bushes and briars. If they do
not do so, there shall be a commitiea
appointed by the town to empley men
to do so, and the cost shall be assessed
to the land owners. "T'his is a wise law,
and the example might well be follow-
ed by other States. These hedgerows
of weeds and bushes, either inside or
outside of the fence, are of no use ex-
copting as a harbor for insects, fungous
diseases and weeds te seed adjoining
land, or to be transported along the
highway to fields where they are not
wanied.

Thomas Jefferson Knew What He Was
About When He Bought ItCheap. i
The fact that the Natura#i Bridga tract |
{s to be sold has opened the way for
some writers to romance abouc it

It is stated that it was a part of the
inkeritanoe of Thomas Jeferson, but |
that is not our information, says the
Richmond Dispateh. We have always
thought that Mr. Jefferson patented the
land—i. e., bought it from the crown
at about a shilling an sacre.

AMr, “Jefferson and George Washing-
ton both were far-seeing men and good
judges of land and “tookup” num-
bers of valuable wracts. Washington,
particularly, owing to his personal
knowledge of our Western (Virginia)
lands, was fortunate in his selection.

Mr. Jefferson acquired the Dbridge
tract in 1774. Of the bridge itself, he
wrote that it was worth a trip across
the ocean to see; but for a long time Its
inaccessibility caused it to be seldom
visited, even by our own people. The
coustruction of the old James River
and Kanawha canal put it near a high-

v of travel. Later, railroad lines

nie within a few miles of it, aud
vow thousands visit it annually.

Since Jefferson’s time the bridge has
had many owners. At one period it be-
longed to the Harman family. Colonel
Henry Clay Parsons bought it about
1881, and formed a stock company to
